Hie Ntw Yolk Voice, the national or­ 
gan of the third party, still meieta that 
prohibition is moving onward, and is a 
success. It would be a splendid thiDg if 
the movement were a euooeee, but history 
shows that the Voice is not speaking in 
the line of facts. The prohibition move­ 
ment is as much as thirty five years old, 
and it is staggering to-day for want of 
support. In tvery ease in which it has 
been tried, it has been, and very unfor_ 
Innately, more or less a failure. Cow­ 
ards J on the one hand on the part of the 
authorities lo enforae the Jaw, and a lack 
of public sentiment on the other hand to 
demand its enforcement, are the prime 
causes of the failure cf the prohibition 
movement. 
It is worth while for every intelligent 
reader, no matter on which side of this 
question be stands, to carefully read the 
following historical facts that show what 
advancement the prohibition movement 
bas made: 
New York passed the law in 1854, tried 
it for two years, and gave it up as a bad 
job. 
Massachusetts tried prohibition for fif­ 
teen years, and finally repealed it as vain 
and injurious. 
An effort to restore prohibition im 
Massachusetts was voted down by an 
overwhelming majority, April 22,1889. 
Illinois enacted prohibition in 1855, 
but the people repudiated it at the poles 
in the same year. 
Atlanta tried the law for one year and 
repudiated it by an overwhelming ma­ 
jority in November, 18S7, Tye injury 
to the city was incalculable. 
UonLecticnt enacted the law in 1854, 
tried io vain to enforce it for eighteen 
years,'and then finally repealed it forever 
in 1872. 
Ohio enacted prohibition in 1855, and 
After a few months of bitter experience, 
repealed it forever. 
Maryland passsed a prohibition law in 
1855. The result was so disvsterons, both 
to material and moral welfare, that after 
a few months’ trial, it was repealed, and 
the lesson was so severe that the ques- 
tion has never been raised again in that 
state. 
New Hampshire tried prohibition fur 
thirty-four years. April 12, 1881), an ef­ 
fort was made to incorporate it into her 
constitution. This was voted down by 
an enormous majority, only two counties 
in the state giving a majority in favor of 
prohibition. 
Delaware triedit in 1855, anc after two 
years found that it so seriously affected 
the welfare of the Blate that it was re­ 
pealed in 1857. 
The law was twice passed in Wiscon­ 
sin and twice vetoed by the governor 
with unanimous support cf the people. 
That was in 1855. 
Rhode Island enacted prohiDition in 
1853, and after ten years’ trial repudiat- 
law*rr4803. Sbo again enacted 
it last year, and is now trying to get rid 
of it, after one year of financial and 
moral disaster. 
The legislature has by 
almost unanimous vote decided to sub­ 
mit the matter to the people. 
Michigan passed the law in 1853 and 
kept it for twantv-two years, when, find­ 
ing the futility of attempting to enforce 
prohibitory measures, she abandoned it 
in 1875 The amendment was voted down 
in April 1887. 
Indiana and Nebraska in 1855 passed 
prohibitory measures, but neither of 
them kept prohibition upon their statute 
bocks for any length of time. Indiana 
v°ted on the question again in 1882, and 
{he amendment was defeated by the big­ 
gest majority cast in that state for twenty 
years. 
Texts cast 93,000 majorit/ against the 
effort to force a prohibitor amendment 
into ber constitution. 
An effort was made to force the law en 
Tennessee in 1887. The people after a 
thorough discussion resolved not to put 
it into their Constitution. 
Oregon submitted the amendment in 
1887, but her people would have none of 
it and the amendment was buried under 
an avalanche of votes. 
In November, 1888, West Virginia 
voted en prohibition. The question was 
thoroughly discussed. investigations into 
the working of the law in other states 
were carefully made, and the amendment 
was defeated by a vote of 3 to I. 
Canada has tried prohibition. The law 
wa* passed a few years ago, and en a re­ 
consideration of the question April 3, 
1889, the voters slaughtered prohibition 
from Lake Erie to the Bay of Fundy. 
Evcty city and town in Canada which 
voted that day repealed prohibition. 
In Iowa in 1880 there Were 3,034 gov­ 
ernment licenses issued for the sale Of 
liquor. 
In 188G, nuder prohibition, the 
number bad increased to 4 033—en in­ 
crease of 999. 
For the jeer ending April 30,1881, be­ 
fore pre hibition, 1.884 government li­ 
censes to tell liquor were irs nod in Kan­ 
sas. In the year ending April SO, 18S7, 
atter five years of irohbition, 2,997 ll- 
f 
censes were issued; rn other words, there 
were 58 per cent more places selling 
liquor in the year ending April 30,1887, 
under prohibition, then in the year end­ 
ing April 30,1881, before the enactment 
of the law. 
There had simply been a 
change of D a m e from "saloon” to “drug­ 
store." 
Maine bas more liquor sellers in pro­ 
portion to population that many license 
states. 
Rhode Island has one liquor seller to 
every 213 men. 
This is not pleasant reading for the 


friends of prohibition, |bnt the facts 
should be given in the discussion of this 
question, no m a tte r wbose;ox is gored. 


The following item is reproduced in 
this impression of the Gazette for the 
benefit of its democratic friends. It is 
worth reading on account of the infor­ 
mation it imparts,Sand also for the rea­ 
son that it shows how deadly opposed to 
trusts aud monopolies the democratic 
leaders are: — 
Mr. Wallington R. Burt, of MiohigBD, 
is jast now bending all his energies to 
the formation 'of an international salt 
ti nst which shall have the power to tax 
a prime necessity ou every man’s table. 
He went to England to effect a combi­ 
nation with the salt producers of that 
country, on his return declared himself 
fcr a higher duty on salt, which could 
result only in benefiting the syndicate of 
which he is a member. 
The Amel loan 
public has a faint recollection of tais 
same Mr. Burt as the man who ran for 
Governor of Michigan last year on the 
democratic platform of opposition to 
trusts, monopolies, and protection. He 
was the specially chosen candidate of 
that gushing politician, ex-Postmaster 
General Dickinson, to “redeem” Michi­ 
gan. Mr. Burt spent bis money freely, 
performed some highly amusing gyra­ 
tions during the campaign, and lost the 
election by 17,000 plurality. 
It may be well to state by way of ex­ 
planation, that the Gazette punts this 
item of fact for fear that by some means 
the democratic papers would overlook it*

The Prohibition Amendment K nock ed 
Out by a M ajority of 200,000. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , 
Pa., Juno 19. — The 
people of tho State of Pennsylvania voted 
Tuesday on the question of incorporating 
an amendment prohibiting tho manufac­ 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors in tho 
State constitution. 
From a careful compi­ 
lation of results thoro is no doubt that tho 
amendment was defeated by a majority of 
not less than 200,000. 
Probably no politi­ 
cal campaign in the history of the State 
has been more vigorously conducted. 
Tho 
campaign has had the active aid of Post­ 
master General Wanamakor, who has 
worked vigorously on the side of tho pro­ 
hibitionists, and tho cause of tho latter has 
also been championed by tens of thousands 
of the gentler sox. 
An amendment abol­ 
ishing tho poll tax qualification for voters 
was also voted upon. 
Fifty-two counties 
(not including Allegheny) gave 4,525 ma­ 
jority for abolishing the poll tax, but the 
rural districts voted against this amend­ 
ment and it is probably lost. 


CALIFO RNIA’S GRAPE CROP. 


M eeting of 
Members of the 
Connell. 
J ohnstown, Pa., Junk 19.—The first 
effort looking to the establishment of civil 
government here was made Tuesday after­ 
noon, when Gen. Hastings met the few 
remaining members of the council and re­ 
organized that body. 
President Kennedy 
presided at tho meeting, and after reor­ 
ganizing it was decided to allow business 
men to build temporary structures on the 
two public parks. 
Tho buildings are to 
remain on the parks for eighteen months, 
when it is thought the city will be cleared 
up 
ready for rebuilding tho business 
houses. 
There seems to be an urgent de­ 
mand for a bank where the charity fund 
can bo deposited and distributed to those 
really in need. 
After tho meeting Gen. 
Hastings offered to withdraw the troops at 
once, but the council asked that they be 
allowed to remain here for a week longer, 
when it is thought the citizens can assume 
charge and manage the place. 
Occasionally a corpse is found buried in 
the debris and rubbish throughout 
tho 
town, but the most prolific spot is the mass 
of 
wreckage above the railroad bridge. 
Eleven bodies were blown up there by the 
blasting to-day. 
The army of men at that 
point are rapidly clearing the place, but 
the contractor said to-day that it would 
take several weeks to complete the work. 
Adjt.-Den. Hastings and Superintendent 
Pitcairn of the Pennsylvania railroad have 
left here in a special car east-bound. Their 
movements were mysterious and each re­ 
fused to give any information regarding 
their trip, but from reliable authority it 
tvas learned that they went to Cresson, 
where Gov. Beaver 
and his $1,000,000 
commission is supposed to be quartered. 
The directors of the Pennsylvania railroad 
were here to-day examining tho condition 
of their road and were advising regarding 
the necessary repairs to be made. 
They 
remained but a short time, and they, too, 
left for tho east. 
It is supposed they are 
also with Gov. Beaver and his party. 
It 
is not definitely known here 'vhether Gov. 
Beaver with his commission will visit this 
place, but it is generally believed that he 
will. 
The guards at Camp Hastings, near the 
Prospect hill burial grounds, report to-day 
that they are having great trouble with 
dogs. The animals are constantly dis­ 
turbing the dead interred at that place. 
Over one hundred of the canines were 
driven from the place last night, and 
several of them killed.

W ashington, Juno 19 —Tho encamp­ 
ment of tho Patriotic Sons of America con­ 
vened hero this morning with 200 delegates 
present, representing nearly every State in 
tho Union. President Georgo P. Smith of 
Chicago presided. 
The address of welcome was made by 
Commissioner Douglass of tho District of 
Columbia. 
Tho convention then went into 
secret session for tho election of officers and 
the transaction of business. 
Besides tim 
delegates, over 1,000 uniformed members 
of tho order have already arrived for tho 
grand parade Thursday. 
President Smith in his annual address 
dwelt upon tile necessities of committing 
lo Americans tho Caro and preservation of 
American principles and institutions. Tho 
control of the public schools should bo a | 
matter of deopost concern. Naturalization 
laws should bo denounced as a delusion, a 
snaro and a fraud. 
By moans of tnem in 
seventeen States and four Torritoritios, ho 
assorted, it is possible to entirely overthrow 
tho Congressional act against alien land­ 
holders in this country. 'Aho following sen­ 
timents upon subjects now foremost in tile 
public mind wero long and loudly applaud­ 
ed: 
“A few" more liny market riots and 
Cronin murders, instigated by organized 
bodies of foreigners, who have lorn per­ 
mitted to become citizens of this free 
America, and who have shown their grati­ 
tude by sending messengers loaded with 
dynamite back to their native country for 
tho purpose of destroying innocent men 
and children, and who have foully mur­ 
dered their members when they fails I to 
carry out their hellish plans, and thoro w ill 
not l»o in our Western country lamp-pus s 
and telegraph and telephone poles enough 
to hang tho miscreants.

CniCAGO, June IO.—Tho Daily Mail 
claims to have the fol owing information: 
A sensational development in Cue Cronin 
case is boing prepared by the offieia s and 
is liab’e at any moment to lo ach that stage 
whero uso of it must be 
m ule in such a 
manner as to compel its 
pah I ity, 
It is 
nothing else thau the turning State’s 
evidence of ono of tho tools of tho con­ 
spiracy and a lovelation by him of all ho 
knows of the plot, and tho surrender to tho 
police of tho names of the principals and 
instigators of the crime, so 
far 
as he 
knows or has reason to saspect. 
It is said that this man can not bo held 
as more than nn accessory after tho fact, 
as his knowledge of tho diabolical intents 
of tho men for whom he, as he thought, 
did common place and ap; arently innocent 
favors did not corno to him until ho loamed 
of Cronin’s death through tho papers and 
the manner of his assassination. 
Then it 
was that ho saw himself a murderer, but 
fear of tho penitentiary or tho gallows 
sealed his lips with the most powertul of 
all motivos—self-interest. 
Then, too, ho 
was seen by certain persons supposed to 
have been tho chiof conspirators, and as­ 
sured not only of their inno once, tu t of 
ample protection for himself, and as a con­ 
sequence ho has kept quiet. 
The discovery of tho m in Burke has un­ 
nerved this man and ho is about ready to 
talk. 
His accessor, from whom a con­ 
fession ii expected, is a man who knows all 
about the renting of the Carlson cottage; 
how the men who lured Dr. Cronin to his 
death knew of tho O’Sullivan contract, and 
other details. 
It is said that tho men 
who rented tho Carlson cottage were mado 
known to him as persons here on a mission, 
at least not so foul as the murder of Dr. 
Cronin, and that ho had no idea that Dr. 
Cronm was the victim aimod at.

fession, tho authorities think, is but a m at­ 
ter of a short ti.i e. 
Up to this time ho has

When, on July 
4, 1776, the Continental Congress declared 
tho English American colonies to bo free 
nnd independent States, they appointed a 
committee to report a device for a seal— 
tho emblem of sovereignty.

mittee and others, from timo to time, pre­ 
sented unsatisfactory devices.

the spring of 1782, Charles Thomson, the 
secretary of Congress, gave to that body a

device largely suggested to John Adams, 
then United States minister to tho court of 
Groat Britain, by Sir John IYostwich, an 
eminent English antiquary. 
Tho sugges­ 
tion was made tho basis of a design adopted 
by Congress Juno 20, 1782, and which is 
still the device of tho groat seal of our re­ 
public. 
It is composed, as tho sketch 
shows, of a sprcad-oaglo, tao emblom of 
strength, bearing on its broast an escutch­ 
eon with thirteen stripes, alternate rod 
and white, like tho national ling. 
In its 
right talon the eagle holds an olivo branch, 
the emblem of peace, and in its left th ir­ 
teen arrows, emblems of tho thirteen States 
ready for war should it be necessary. 
In 
its beak is a ribbon, bearing tho logend “ E 
Pluribus Unum” —“ many in one'’—many 
States make ono nation. 
Over tho head of 
tho eagle is a goldon light breaking through 
a cloud surrounding thirteen stars, forming 
a constellation on a blue field. 
Of all the cabinet bureaus that of tho 
State Department is the oldest. 
On Nov. 
29, 1883, Congress resolved “ that a com­ 
mittee of five 
1)0 appointed for the solo 
purposo of corresponding with our friends 
in Great Britain, Ireland, nnd other parts 
of tho world. ’ ’ 
This was the germ of our 
State Department and tho initial stop of 
foreign diplomacy. 
Following tho com­ 
mittee of correspondence came the Depart-

grain, with arrows and an olive branch in 
its talons nnd over it the words “ Depart­ 
ment of tho Interior. ’ ’ 
The first parliam entary act for the es­ 
tablishment of a postoffice in the English- 
American colonies wa9 passed in April 
1692, when a royal patent was granted to 
Thomas Nealo for the purpose. 
Nealo’s 
patent expired in 1710, when Parliam ent 
extended the English postal system to tho 
colonies. 
In 1858 Dr. Franklin was a p ­ 
pointed Deputy Postmaster General of tho 
colonies. 
It was a lucrative office and ho 
held it until 1774, when be was dismissed 
because of his activo sym pathy with tho 
colonists. 
Very soon after the commencement of 
tho first session of tho first National Con­ 
gress Ebonozer Hazard, tho then Post­ 
master General, suggested (July 17, 1789) 
tho importance of a reorganization of tho 
Postoffice Department, and a bill for tho 
tem porary establishment of the general 
postoffice was soon afterw ard passod. 
The 
subject wow brought up in Congress from 
timo to timo until 1792, when tho present 
system in its general features was adopted.

warning. 
A t the foot of tho trophy is the , 
date in Roman figures, 1778, while the : 
legend about the seal reads: “ Board of j 
W ar and Ordnance, United States of | 
America.” 
In the new organization of . 
the government in 1781 tho Congress re- J 
solved to create a Secretary of W ar. j 
After that m ilitary affairs were managed 
by a board of war until the organization 
of tho government under tho national 
constitution, when they wero placed under 
the supremo control of a Secretary of W ar 
and one regular assistant. 
The Navy Department was founded Oct. 
13, 1775, when Congress appointed a com­ 
mittee to direct naval affairs. 
In 1787 an 
adm iralty seal was adopted, composed of 
an escutcheon with a chevron of stripes al­ 
ternate rod and white, an anchor below 
and a ship under full sail as a crest. W ith 
tho exception of the eaglo, which has re 
placod tho shield, tho stamp is still the 
same.

DEATH CF 
JonN GRIFFITHS AT EIGHT 


O’CLOCK LAST EVENING. 


Although momentarily expected for 
several days, the death of 
Mr. John 
Griffiths is deeply regretted by a1), and 
the tenderest sympathy will be extended 
to the surviving wife, little son and only 
sister. 
Mr. Griffiths died at his hom e,402 
Couit street, at eight o’clock last even­ 
ing, after a painfnl illness, extending 
back to tbe 231 of last February, his dis 
ease being a stomach difficulty. 
Mr. Griffiths was bom in South Wales, 
September 24th, 1837, m d was a son of 
Thomas and Caroline Griffiths. 
Tbe 
Griffiths were in the hotel business in 
South Wales. When John was nine years 
of age his father died. 
In 1850, his 
mother, with ber five children, oame 
to America, settling in Janesville the 
same year. 
But a few hours after arnv- 
leg in this city John secured a position 
in the Stevens house situated od tbe site 
now occupied by tbe Light Infantry 
armory. He continued in this employ- 7 
rn tnt until the house was destroyed by 
tire, April 1st, 1853. Ile then went to 
Beloit and wan employed for some time 
in the Bushnell house, leaving this Intel 
he returned to Janesville and attended 
the public schools. Soon after, however, 
he entered the employ of ll J. Richard - 
son, who then was the proprietor of a 
large hardware afore on Main 6treet. 
Here he mastered the tinner’s trade, and 
became familiar with tbe hardware busi­ 
ness, an I in 1863 be began business fi r 
himself, in which he proved very success­ 
ful, building up one of tbe largest hard­ 
ware, house-furnishing and faim-imple 
ment establishments in Southern Wis­ 
consin, besides accnmulating muoh real 
estate and personal 
property. 
Mr. 
Griffiths had been twice married. 
His 
first wife—Miss Emma Carpenter—died 
about twenty years ago, leaving no chil­ 
dren. 
Ou April 27tb, 1885, 
he was 
married to Miss Lizzie VanEtta, daught­ 
er of Mr, and Mrs. James VanEtta, old 
residents of this city [and Soounty. This 
union was blested with a son, now three 
ye us old. 
Of his two [sisters aod two brothers 
who came to America with him aud his 
mother in 1850, but one sister survives— 
Mrs. Charles Smith, of the town of Rock 
Of tho others, his mother died about six­ 
teen years ago; William died in the 
army, being a mein bt r of the 12.h Wis­ 
consin battery, he died at Cairo, Novem­ 
ber 21st, I sr,2, while John was with him 
enroute for home from the army hot pi 
tai at Corinth, Mississippi; Mrs. Ed­ 
ward Rossiter died a) Orfordville, Oc­ 
tober, 1864, and James Griffiths, near 
Huron, Dakota, in July, 1885. 
Mrs. Griffiths was a[ member of the 
Masonic order, cf Lodge 55, also a mem­ 
ber of Oriental Lodge N o. 22, Knights 
of Pytbies. 
He took an active iuterctl 
in other societies. 
For several years he 
was a member of Washington Engine 
Co. No. I, and when the department was 
reorganized in 1872 he joined the F ile 
Bolice Co., continuing his membership 
in that company until about two years 
ego. 


I d early life Mr. Griffiths was a mem 
ber and regular attendant of the Metho 
diet church. Soon after the death of his 
first wife be allowed his business mat 
ters to master his love for ohurch wor 
snip and for some years he was not 
regular communicant of any church 
Soon after be was taken sick, he began 
to realize the need of a oleansed heart 
for his happiness in the life hereafter 
and he and his wife again consecrated 
their lives to 
God by uniting with 
Trinity ohurch. 
Last Monday evening, in conversation 
with his sister, he said: **I know how 
concerned you are about my hereafter 
I am all right. 
I have made my peace 
with God. 
I have returned liko tbe 
prodigal son to his father’s house.” 
J est before he expired, his sister askoi 
Iii rn if he realized that his end was near 
and bo said. “Yes,but Jesus is with me 
I trust Him.” 
And he quietly passed to 
the peaceful home in heaven, where be is 
freed from all pain. 
Mr. Griffiths’ life has been a busy one 
be having dealings with numerous indi 
viduals and firms throughout tbe ^oul 
try 
lie was popular in his business 
aud commanded the respect and cod ti 
donee of all. 
He was generous to 
fault, and but few who knew him and of 
his acts of kindness, but will silently ex 
preps a prayer of sympathy for the con­ 
solation of the household now in mourn­ 
ing at his death. 
The funeral will take place at half 
past two o’olock on to-morrow after 
noon, from tho home, 402 Court street.
